Free Alcohol Bill 


Sigfned by President 


AVaâhington» June 8.—The President 
today signed the Denatured Alcohol bill, 
and it is ndw a law. 
The act removes 
the tax of $2.08 a gallon from such grain 
alcohol as is intended for uso in arts and 
manufactures, and is rendered unfit for 
drinking or medicinal purposes by the 
admixture of wood alcohol or other pois- 
onous matter prescribed by the govern- 
ment. 


The removal of the tax reduces the 
price of alcohol for light and fuel to 20 
cents a gallon, and will add millions of 
dollars to the earnings of the farmer, as 
alcohol can be made cheaply from many 
farm products»

If it strikes him 
as pleasant to grow strawberries at 
fifty cents apiece, or to produce eggi 
that cost him five dollars a dozen, It 
is a form of amusement, to be sure, II 
he can afford it. but it's not farming. 
If a farmer likes to slosh aronnd with 
a paint brush and can afford the tima 
and expense of having a practical 
painter do the job right pretty soon 
afterward, it's a harmless form of 
amusement. If the painter's customer* 
can afford to stand for paint that 
comes off in half the time it should, ,- 
they have a perfect right to indulga 
his harmless vanity about his ekiil in 
paint making. But in none of these 
ca«es does the shoemaker stick to hi* 
last. 
There is just one class of men in 


the world that knows how to make 
paint properly and Lave the facilities 
for doing it right; and that is the paint 
manufacturers—the makers of 
the 


standard brands of ready-prepared 
paints. The painter mixes paints; the 
paint manufacturer grinds them to- 
gether. In a good ready-prepared paint 
every particle of one kind of pigment 
is forced to join hands with a particle 
of another kind and every bit of solid 
matter Is forced, as it were, to open its 
mouth and drink in its share of linseed 
oil.

A good case can be made out for 
such a measure of restriction as the 
Morning Post advocates—a measure, 
Uiat is to say, making It penal in 
time of war, and when war is immi- 
nent, to publish any but ofllcial news 
of naval and military movements, 
li 
is part of a newspaper's business tQ 
supply news to a public that is, be- 
yond all things, greedy of news; and in 
the excitement of a national crisis^ 
when war is a possibility of the fiexi 
few hours, the appetite for informa- 
tion and the desire to furnish it act 
and react upon one another until both 
are liable to become recklessly intensi- 
fied. 


Lord Spencer feelingly admitted the 
manifest and manifold dangers of such 
unrestricted publication, but he seemed 
to think they could be overcome by an 
appeal "to the good feeling of those 
concerned." 
It is not difficult to bring 
that supposition to the test of experi- 
ence. 
The Admiralty from time to 
time sends around circulars to the 
newspapers requesting them not to 
publish any information that they may 
happen to possess in regard to the 
plans of this oi' that newly launched 
battleship. 
All decent papers scrupu- 
lously observe that request, but it is a 
lamentable fact that in many cases it 
is ignored and that the details which 
the Admiralty in the national interests 
desires to have suppressed do some- 
how find theit way into print. 
Now. 
if journals can be found tbat will pub- 
lish the plans of a battleship—a matter 
in which not one-hundredth of one pet 
cent, of their readers feels the slight- 
est interest—are they likely to refrain 
from making public an item of news 
which may treble or quintuple their 
circulation at a time when an excited 
nation is clamoring for all the news It 
can get? 
I am bound to confess that 
I think It most improbable tliat they 
would exercise any such self-denial. 


To myself, as a journalist, and 1 
am convinced to most of the members 
of the profession, it Is a monstrous and 
appalling 
thought 
that a moment's 
heedlessness in the publication of wai 
news may be the means of sending 
brave men to their death, of disarrang- 
ing the plans of an entire campaign 
and of jeopardizing tbe security of the 
nation. From so terrible a responsibil- 
ity I feel sure that all Is that is best ID 
the profession is but too anxious to b^ 
relieved. 


The press has no desire to remain in 
a position where it appears to be fight* 
ing against the national interests. 
It 
asks to be protected against a liberty 
which it cannot 
the nature of things 
help abusing. 
We are too apt In this 
country to look upon war as a sort of 
gladiatorial combat, a setto between 
)icked champions on either side, in 
which the people play the part oi 
mssive spectators. 
But the extracts 
I have quoted from responsible paperi 
show that some journalists, at any

When wa 
make experiments out of our line the/ 
are likely to prove expensive failure«. 


It is amusing, however, to remari 
how every one of us secretly thinks 
could do some other fellow's work bet- 
ter than the other fellow himself. Thi 
pninter imagines he can make palnl 
better than the paint manufacturer; 
the farmer thinks he can do a job of 
painting belter, or at least cheapex 
than the painter, and so on. 


A farm hand 
in one of 
Octare 
Thanet's stories tells the Walking Del- 
egate of the Painters' Union, "Any- 
body can slather paint;" and the oU 
line painter tells the paint salesman, 
"None of your ready made mixturei 
for me; I reckon I ought to know how, 
to mix paint." 


The farm hand is wrong and the 
painter is wrong: 
"Shoemaker, stick 
to your last." 
The "fancy farmer'* 
can farm, of course, but it Is an ex- 
pensive amusement. 
If it strikes hina 
as pleasant to grow strawberries at 
fifty cents apiece, or to produce eggs 
that cost him five dollars a dozen, It 
is a form of amusement, to be sure, 1£ 
he can afford it, but it's not farminir. 
If a farmer likes to slosh around witb 
a paint brush and can afford the tim© 
and expense of 
having 
a practical 
painter do the Job right pretty soon 
afterward, it's a harmless form of 
amusement. If the painter's customer« 
can afford to stand for paint that 
comes off in half the time it should, 
they have a perfect right to Indulga 
his harmless vanity about his skill in 
paint making. 
But in none of thes® 
cases does the shoemaker stick to hli 
last. 


There Is just one class of men in 
the world that knows how to make 
paint properly and have the facilitlea 
for doing it right; and that is the paint 
manufacturers—the 
makers 
of 
tbe 
standard 
brands 
of 
ready-prepared 
paints. The painter mixes paints; the 
paint manufacturer grinds them to- 
gether. In a good ready-prepared paint 
every particle of one kind of pigment 
is forced to johi hands with a particle 
of another kind and every bit of solid 
matter is forced, as it wore, to open it» 
mouth and drink in its share of linseeil 
oil. That is the only way good paint 
can be made, and if the painter knew 
how to do it he has nothing at hand to 
do it with. 
A paint pot and a paddle 
are a poor substitute for power-mixer», 
buhr-mills and rolier-mills. 


The man who owns a building and 
neglects to paint it as often as it need» 
paint is only a degree more short- 
sighted than the one who tries to do 
his own painting or allows the painter 
to mix his paint for him.

It was mere- 
ly an incidont if at night the men, 
asleep and forgetful of the green lights 
which ought to show that they were 
running, awoke under a volley of pro- 
fanity^ and saw looming before them 
the bow of some river steamer, whose 
captain and pilot objurgated them by 
all the saints of the river to have,a bet- 
ter care for the observance of the law.

K n fllih Jo u rn alists F avoring a Bill to 
C urtail Its A ctivities. 


A good case can be made out for 
such a measure of restriction as the 
Morning Post advocates—a measure, 
that is to say, making it penal in 
time of war, and when war is immi­ 
nent, to publish any but official news 
of naval and military movements. 
It 
is part of a newspaper’s business to 
supply news to a public fhat is, be­ 
yond all things, greedy of news; and in 
the excitement of a national crisis» 
when war is a possibility of the iiext 
few hours, the appetite for informa­ 
tion and the desire to furnish it act 
and react upon one another until both 
are liable to become recklessly intensi­ 
fied. 


Lord Spencer feelingly admitted the 
manifest and manifold dangers of such 


crh 
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finish his sentence, and came to a sud­ 
den stop. 


“Parker,” observed Mr. Carson, in 
th at pleasant drawl of his, “I have 
never tried to conceal from you that 
I hold a very poor opinion of your 
mental apparatus.

“None of your ready made mixture» 
for me; I reckon I ought to know how: 
to mix paint.” 


The farm hand is wrong and the 
painter is wrong: 
“Shoemaker, stick 
to your last.** 
The “fancy farmer»* 
can farm, of course, but it is an ex­ 
pensive amusement. If it strikes him 
as pleasant to grow* strawberries at 
fifty cents apiece, or to produce eggs 
that cost him five dollars a dozen, it 
is a form of amusement, to be sure, if 
he can afford It, but it’s not farming. 
If a farmer likes to slosh around witb 
a paint brush and can afford the time 
and expense of having a practical 
painter do the job right pretty soon 
afterward, it’s a harmless form of 
amusement. If the painter’s customer» 
can afford to stand for paint that 
comes off in half the time it should, 
they have a perfect right to indulga 
his harmless vanity about his skill in 
paint making. 
But in none of these 
cases does the shoemaker stick to hi« 
last. 


There is just one class of men in 
the w’orld that knows how to make 
paint properly and have the facilities 
for doing it right; and that is the paint 
manufacturers—the 
makers 
of 
the 
standard 
brands 
of ready-prepared 
paints. The painter mixes paints; the 
paint manufacturer grinds them to­ 
gether. In a good ready-prepared paint 
every particle of one kind of pigment 
Is forced to join hands with a particle 
of another kind and every bit of solid 
matter is forced, as it wore, to open its 
mouth and drink in its share of linseed 
oil. That is the only way good paint 
can be made, and if the painter knew 
how to do it he has nothing at hand to 
do it with. A paint pot and a paddle 
are a poor substitute for powfer-inixera, 
buhr-mills and rolier-mills. 


The man who owns a building and 
neglects to paint it as often as it needs 
paint is only a degree more short­ 
sighted than the one who tries to do 
his own painting or allows the painter 
to mix his paint for him.

In the dress suit case shown here it 
was the purpose of the inventor to de­ 
vise a supplemental compartment for 
containing collars, cuffs and the like, 
which is accessible without opening 
the other sections of the case.

-It Is not an uncommon experience 


for a motorman to so overtax his ma- 
chinery with an excess of current as 
to burn out a fuse. Puses are put in 
for the purpose of protecting the mo- 
tor from injury when the load Is put 
on it suddenly, for an overload de- 
velops heat, and the heat is liable to 
damage the armature of the motor. 
To avert the necessity for costly re- 
pairs, the trolley companies put in 
fuses, which work on the principle of 
a safety valve. 


Ordinarily, the only effect of melting 


a fuse is temporarily to disable a car, 
but occasionally the electric flash 
which occurs when the fuse is de- 
stroyed has a chance to ignite com- 
bustible material near at hand. Once 
in a while, therefore, the car itself Is 
set on fire in consequence. For the 
former class of accident the motor- 
man is usually prepared. He has an 
extra fuse in his pocket, and puts it 
in the place of the one which has been 
"blown out." 
The other class of 


trouble, however, will generally, take 
him by surprise. Very likely he never 
before saw such a thing happen. He 
gets into a panic, therefore, and loses 
his head. Many motormen think that 
the best thing to do in such an emer- 
gency Is to put on all speed and run

BURNING TROLLEY CARS. 


The Right and the Wrong Way for 
Motormen to Act, 


<It Is not an uncommon experience 
for a motorman to so overtax his ma- 
chinery with an excess of current as 
to burn out a fuse. Fuses are put in 
for the purpose of protecting the mo- 
tor from injury when the load is put 
on It suddenly, for an overload de- 
velops heat^ and the heat is liable to 
damage the armature of the motor. 
To avert tlie necessity for costly re- 
pairs, the trolley 
companies put in 
fuses, which work on tho principle of 
a safety valve. 


Ordinarily, the only effect of melting 
a fuse is temporarily to disable a car, 
but occasionally 
the 
electric 
flash 
which occurs when the fuse is de- 
stroyed has a chance to ignite com- 
bustible material near at hand. 
Once 
in a -while, therefore, the car itself is 
set on fire in consequence. 
For 
tho 
former class of accident the motor- 
man is usually prepared. 
He has an 
extra fuse in his pocket, and puts it 
in the place of the one which has been 
"blown out." 
The other 
class 
of 
trouble, however, will generally take 
him by surprise. Very lilcely he never 
before saw such a thiag happen. 
He 
gets into a panic, therefore, and loses 
his head. Many motormen think that 
the best thing to do in such an emer- 
gency is to put on all speed and run 
for tho car barn. 
That practice was 
recently condemned by The Electrical 
Review, which said; 


First, a fire is most easily extingu- 
ished when it is just starting; second, 
the motion of the car only fans the 
flames and 
makes 
matters 
worse; 
third, the accident to the car alarma 
the passengers, and all that is need- 
ed to throw them into a panic is to 
shut them up in the car and to rush 
through the streets at a high speed. 
It would be an exceptional crowd in- 
deed that did not lose its head In such 
a case, with the smoke coming up 
from the floor, the car running at full 
speed, the motorman ringing his gong 
to \Yarn persons on the street, and tho 
conductor blocking the way out. 


The simplest plan to adopt in case 
of such an emergency would be to 
stop the car, so" that the passengers 
might get off before they became ex- 
cited. 
The car's crew, in the mean- 
time could be extinguishing the fire. 
If the fire is talcen in hand quickly, 
and is not too inacccsslble, a bucket 
or two of sand would probably be all 
that would be necessary. 
It is desir- 
able to avoid water if possible, but 
oven should this be necessary It is not 
likely to do any permanent damage to 
the equipment. 
A breakdow^n which 
causes a fire usually meaas that the 
car must be pushed to the car shed 
by the next one behind, anyhow, aa 
the motors are pretty sure to be pjit 
out of service tempoi^arily, for only 
when tho car happens to be near the 
shed when the accident occurs can 
it hope to reach it before a complete 
breakdown takes place. 
Evciy prao« 
tice whioh tepds to produce a feeling 
of insecurity on the part of the pas- 
sengerg should be avoided* 
This is 
one.

The Right and the Wrong Way for 
Motormen to Act. 


• It is not an uncommon experience 
for a motorman to so overtax his ma­ 
chinery with an excess of current as 
to burn out a fuse. Fuses are put in 
for the purpose of protecting the mo­ 
tor from injury when the load is put 
on it suddenly, for an overload de­ 
velops heat* and the heat is liable to 
damage the armature of the motor. 
To avert the necessity for costly re­ 
pairs, the trolley companies put in 
fuses, which work on the principle of 
a safety valve. 


Ordinarily, the only effect of melting 
a fuse is temporarily to disable a car, 
but occasionally 
the 
electric 
flash 
which occurs when the fuse is de­ 
stroyed has a chance to ignite com­ 
bustible material near at hand. Once 
in a while, therefore, the car itself is 
set on fire in consequence. 
For the 
former class of accident the motor­ 
man is usually prepared. 
He has an 
extra fuse in his pocket, and puts it 
in the place of the one which has been 
“blown out." 
The other 
class of 
trouble, however, will generally take 
him by surprise. Very likely he never 
before saw such a thing happen. He 
gets into a panic, therefore, and loses 
his head. Many motormen think that 
the best thing to do in such an emer­ 
gency is to put on all speed and run 
for the car barn. 
That praotioe was 
recently condemned by The Electrical 
Review, which said; 


First, a fire is most easily extingu­ 
ished when it is just starting; second, 
the motion of the car only fans the 
flames and 
makes 
matters 
worse; 
third, the accident to the car alarms 
the passengers, and all that is need­ 
ed to throw them into a panic is to 
shut them up in the car and to rush 
through the streets at a high speed. 
It would be an exceptional crowd in­ 
deed that did not lose its head in such 
a case, with the smoke coming up 
from the floor, the car running at full 
speed, the motorman ringing his gong 
to warn persons on the street, and the 
conductor blocking the way out. 
i 


The simplest plan to adopt in case 
of such an emergency would be to 
stop the car, so' that the passengers 
might get off before they became ex­ 
cited. 
The car's crew, in the mean­ 
time could be extinguishing the fire. 
If the fire is taken in hand quickly, 
and is not too inaccessible, a bucket 
or two of sand would probably bo all 
that would be necessary. It is desir­

Fish like meat must be put either 


iato a hot oven or into boiling water 
to coagulate the juices on the out- 
side and keep the flavoring in.

The time of cooking does not depend 
upon the v.-eight of the fish. A roast 
of beef, for instance, the heavier—the 
greater the time of cooking. A fish

freezing. 
Fruit ice cream may have 


a jioruon of ihe sugar ^dded to the 
fruit and a portion adsietJ to the hot 
cream. A irood rule is to sea id half the 
cream and add to it the su?ar. Wlieii 
this is cc-d ..<ld the remaining half oi 
the cream, allowing- seven ounces o/ 
sujrar to each truart of cream. 


"The fruit should be added after the 


cream is frozen, and if the £e^ cream it 
to stand any length of time the fruitrf 
must be thoroughly mashed or you will 
find little frozen bullet throughonf 
the cresr.1. Fruit juices freeze at a 
higher teaiperature than sweetened 
cream. In making friut ice cream al; 
love to eacii quart of cream eigbl 
ounces of s=:::rar and a pint of mashed 
fruit. 
Scald tre sugar and. half the 


cream: -whsa cold add the remaining 
cream: freeze, and when frozen stir in 
the fruit: repack and stand a«iue tc 
ripen. 
If you are to mould tne ice 


cream, after tiie fruit is stirK-d in is a 
very good time for moulding'. Tht 
moulds must be dipped in cold water. 
You must have ib? salt rnd ice fot 
repacking ready at hand. The seams 
of the moulds—that is, where the lid 
is placed o.-. the mould—should be 
covered vrith strips of muslin dipped in 
paraffin. 
The moment the muslin 


touches the cold mould it harden and 
so covers the seam that i; prevents 
the salt water from entering the 
cream/'

In transferring the fi?h from one 


tank to another great care should be 
taken that the temperature of the fresh 
water is the same as tbe water from 
which they have been removed. When 
once in the water they can stand great 
changes of temperature without harm. 


Thoroughly test the tank or aquar- 


ium to prove its being watertight, and 
If to be kept indoors it should be placed 
near a window receiving the least di- 
rect sunlight- When the damp sand 
has been placed in the bottom you have 
your foundation for yonr water garden. 
Stones of' irregular shapes should be 
scattered prettily about, so as to form 
arches through which the fish like to 
dart and behind which they can hide 
if the light is too strong. 


The best form of rock for the pur- 


pose is known as turfstone. This can 
be bought at any store dealing in aqua- 
rium supplies. The delicate color and 
fceautiful reed-like projections render 
this stone peculiarly suitable. 
The 


decorative feature of an aquarium is 
never complete without the addition of 
water pJants. 


If you have a knowledge of ihe sub- 


ject you can select suitable ones from 
a pond. If not, it will be necessary to 
buy them. Plants that are good oxy- 
generators are the most desirable ones. 
Two good varieties that grow well in 
sand are Proserpina (Mermaid Weed) 
and Myriophyllnm Spicaittm. In filling 
an aquarium pour the water in care- 
fully. A good plan is to turn a saucer 
bottom npward and poor the water on 
this gently. Continue keeping- the saucer 
at water leve»" until the filling is com- 
plete.

In filling 
an aquarium pour the water in care- 
fully, A good plan is to turn a eaucer 
bottom nt^ward and rour the water on 
this gently. Contlnuekeeping the saucer 
at water levej until the filling is com- 
plete. 
This careful method of 
filling 
prevents washing the sand away or 
disturbing the plant rootc. 
When fill- 
ing for the first time the water in the 
tanks should remain a day before add- 
ing the fish. This permits the water to 
clear aud accumulate the

The making and moulding of ice 
rream. according to Mrs. Rorer, is as 
follows: 
“To make perfect ice cream 
it is wise to scald half the cream and 
iillow it to get perfectly ^old before 
freezing. 
Fruit ice cream may have 
a portion of the sugar added to the 
fruit and a portion added to the hot 
cream. A good rule is to scald half the 
cream and add to it the susrar. When 
this is cold i.dd the remaining half oi 
the cream, allowing seven ounces ol^ 
sugar to each quart of cream. 
“The fruit should be added after the 
cream is frozm, and if the iC3 cream i^ 
to stand any length of time the fruits 
must be thoroughly mashed or you wil 
liud little I’rozen bulle.^ throughou 
the cronm. 
Fruit juices freeze at af 
higher temperature than sweetened 
cream. 
In making friut ice cream al­ 
low to eacii quart of cream eight 
ounces of sugar and a pint of mashed 
fruit. 
Scald tl^e sugar and half tbe 
cream; when cold add the remaining 
cream; freeze, and when frozen rtir in 
the fruit; repack and stand a aide to 
ripen. 
If you are to mould tne ic^ 
cream, after the fruit is stirr^/i in is s 
very good time for moulding. 
Thf 
moulds must be dipped in cold water. 
You must have tha salt rnd ice foi 
repacking ready at band. 
The seamH 
of the moul(!3—that is, where the lid 
Is placed o \ the mould—should be 
covered v/ith strips of muslin dipped in 
paraffin.

and South several ranch owners in pet- 
tdcoats breed blooded horses as well as 
raise and sell huge herds of cattle. 
But queerest of all 
wild 
animal 
farms is the little business of a woman 
known to May C. Moore, of tho Na­ 
tional Woman's Exchange. This wom­ 
an raises goldfish—for gold. The work 
Is easy. 
It requires but small outlay, 
and goldfish are easier to handle than 
wild 
steers and 
yapping dogs and 
scratching angoras. 
True, the effort \\ill not pay large 
returns, but it is an easy matter to 
clear from $50 to $100 a year from 
well-stocked tanks, and that with less 
attention than* is given many other 
home industries, for too much atten­ 
tion. frequent feeding and changing of 
the water is injurious to goldfish. 
In recent years much attention has 
been given to the propagation of fancy 
goldfish from stock imi^orted from Ja­ 
pan, and twenty-seven acres of water 
space 
has 
been purchased and set 
apart near Washington, D, C., for the 
experiment. 
Here the 
breeding 
of 
what might be termed freak fishes will 
be tlie chief object. 
Fish with fancy 
fins, fan-shaped tails and abnormal 
heads always bring good prices. 
Says the goldfish farmer, who is a 
cripple, by the way: “My occupation 
began by the fish in my globe multiply 
ing too fast. I put the overflow into a 
tub in the back yard, whci^ they in- 
creaseft so rapidly that I had to get 
another tub. 
Then some one offered 
to buy a half dozen in a bucket, and I 
hunted up a man who stocks aquariums 
and offered him my fish. 
He bought 
them and bargained for more. 
Then 
we talked the matter over and he ad­ 
vised me to go into the business; so I 
had pools built in my back yard, and 
began to breed as extensively as my 
stock would permit. The next season 
I added several new pools, and tlie 
third year had fish for sale. 
“My fish are almost no trouble and 
very little expehse after the building 
and stocking of the pools. The great­ 
est care is the shipping. 
Of course 
the shipping is an expense, but as I 
always require prompt return of my 
shipping tanks and their oases, I am 
saved much. The first year my sales 
amounted to $50. but since then they 
have steadily Increased, and last year 
amounted to almost $1^00.” 
Any one desiring to conduct this 
business on a large scale should have 
galvanized tanks placed in the open air 
and sunshine. ^\’ith a tliick layer of 
sand and pebbles on the bottom and 
rooks arrangecl about the sides. Aqua­ 
tic gi’asses are a necessary part of the 
equipment, as they relieve the waters 
from 
impurities 
and 
preserve 
the 
health of the fish. The best of these 
grasses are milfoil, water violet, pink 
fanwort and tapegrass. 
After the grasses are placed and the 
tanks are filled they should be allowed 
to stand for many days, the water be­ 
ing partially drawn off and the tanks 
refilled occasionally. When the gi*een 
scum covers the ix)cks on which the 
oxygen bubbles appear like silver shot 
it is time to introduce the fish. 
Put 
in only a few at a time at first, grad­ 
ually increasing the number. 
W’hen 
the bubbles disappear from the rocks 
the number of fish could be reduced 
and the plant life increased. The bot­ 
tom and sides of the tank should not 
be cleaned nor disturbed, for there the 
fish drop tlieir spawn. 
They require 
little food, as they live on the exhala­ 
tions from the plants. They should be 
fed specially prepared wafers and eggs 
not more than twice a week, and then 
very sparingl3^ If a suiiicient number 
of plants are kept in the tanks the 
water will be pure. 
In transferring the fish from one 
tanlc to another great care should be 
taken tliat the temperature of the fresh 
water is the same as the water from 
which they have been removed. When 
once in the water they can stand great 
changes of temperature without harm. 
Thoroughly test the tank or aquar 
ium to prove its being watertight, and 
if to be kept indoors it should be placed 
near a window receiving the least di­ 
rect sunlight. 
When the damp sand 
has been placed in the bottom you have 
your foundation for your water garden. 
Stones of Irregular shapes should be 
scattered prettily about, so as to form 
arches through which the fish like to 
dart and behind which they can hide 
If the light is too strong. 
The best form of rock for the pur- 
|)o.se is known as turfstone. This can 
be bought at any store dealing in aqua­ 
rium supplies. The delicate color and 
teautiful reed-like projections render 
this stone peculiarly suitable. 
The 
decorative feature of an aquarium is 
never complete without the addition of 
.water plants. 
If you have a knowledge of the sub­ 
ject you can select suitable ones from 
a pond. If not, it wilj be necessary to 
buy them. 
Plants that are good oxy­ 
génera tors are the most desirable ones. 
(Two good varieties that grow well in 
^and are Proserpina (Mermaid Weed) 
and Myrlophyilum Spicatum. In filling 
an aquarium pour the water in care­ 
fully. A good plan is to turn a saucer 
bottom upward and rour the water on 
this gently. Continue keeping the saucer 
at water levej until the filling is com­ 
plete. 
This careful method of filling 
prevents washing the sand away or 
disturbing the plant rootc. 
When fill­ 
ing for the first time the water in the 
tanks should remain a day before add­ 
ing the fish. ÇThiç permits the water to 
clear and accumulate the atcessary

True, as has already born said, the 
money-niaking posslbilitios of the gold­ 
fish aré not large, but some money can 
be made, and the inierest In watching 
the spawning, hatching and growing 
process will more than repay one for 
the lime and money spent in this enter­ 
prise.—New York Globe.
